The ballot on the |in)tio.-.e(l cliaiiH'e 
in the eveninn ear sciviec for Sierra 
Madre will he held on the Uacdfie Klec- 
trie ear.s 'l'hur.<day, June 1st. The 
ballots are now beinK prepared by the 
I’aeilie Klectric Railway Conii)any and 
sample ballot.s will be posted at the 
(’hamber of Commeree olfice, the I’osI 
OITiee and at the 1\ K. station some¬ 
time prior to the refeicndiim, in order 
that those interested may mahe a 
study of the proposition. 

The I’aeilic Electrie has arraiifjed to 
place ballots with Mr. Mesecar, tludr 
local representative, at the Sierra .Ma. 
(Ire .station. All Siena .Madre resi¬ 
dents interested in the car sersdee but 
who do !\ot happen to be patroni'/.inp: 
the cars on the day of the ballot may 
cast their vote there. This arranRc- 
ment was accompli.shed by negotia¬ 
tions betwi'en the Pacific Electric rep- 
re.sentatives and the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

The pro{)osed chan^fc in car sendee 
as stated in the Sierra Madre News 
of la.st week has arousf'd considerable 
interest and many arcruments have 
been advanced both for and atrainst 
the iK'w schedule. 

.\dvanlaRes Claimed 

The change will j^ive Sierra .Madre 
hourly car servdee to and from Los 
Antceles and Pasadena. It will sup¬ 
ply the (h'mand for a seven o’clock 
car from I.os .\n>relos and more con¬ 
venient theater cars. It will elim¬ 
inate the previous bmp: and tedious 
wait in Los Anpeles for cars. The 
new schedule provides for close con- 
neetions at San .Marino, the transfer 
has shelter at San Marino for passen- 
irers similar to that at I.amanda Park. 
.Another point that appeals to Sierra 
.Madre business men is that the trail.— 
fer point is not in competinp: territory 
as a routine through Pasadena would 
be. The service for parties eoinp to 
Pa.sadena would be the .same except 
that the service would be hourly in¬ 
stead of every two hours as now. 

The traffic at the present time does 
not warrant the additional etiuipmcnt 
neces.-.ary for tliroueh hourly ear .ser¬ 
vice. The Pacific Electric cites the 
example, of (bitario whose prowth and 
importance has not been injured by 
the fact that it has only shuttle ser¬ 
vice. 

Disadvantages Urpe 

The arKuments aKain.st the car ser¬ 
vice chantre may be summeil up as 
follows; Since departure from Los 
Anpeles will be on the (llendora-.Mon- 
roiva car there will be the competition 
for seats in the lars not only with the 
regular patrons of that line hut with 
unorganized hikinp parties at the Los 
Anpeles station and attain with the 
latter at San .Marino. Retumintr from 
Los .^ntteles after a day’s work or af¬ 
ter the theater the tired passenger 
will just tret comfortably setled, and 
then will be dumped off at .San .Mar¬ 
ino to catch another car. Close con¬ 
nections are promised and fitrured but 
durintt inclement weather tr.affic de¬ 
lays often occur. At the time shel¬ 
ter is mo.st needed and desired it will 
be found that the .shelter is inade- 
(|uate to protect the traveler from the 
elements, and await of uncertain dur¬ 
ation will be encountered, .‘san Ma¬ 
rino is an isrdated and lonely junc¬ 
tion point and ladies will not welcome 
waiting; for a ear at that point. 

With shuttle sei-vice in conjunction 
with the Monrovia car, we will be 
identified as a side-line to Monrovia 
in.stead of maintaining our de.sirable 
entity a.s a distinct progressive city. 
Once we have shuttle service we will 
find it more difficult than ever to se¬ 
cure through car service, even after 
traffic warrants it. 

Sierra Madre is growing and it will 
Vie only a short time until we can de¬ 
mand and obtain through car service 
for Sierra Madre. Real estate values 
invariably suffer when the property 
is placed on a shuttle line after hav¬ 
ing been on a through direct line.

A ONE-WAY STREET 


Important Trattic Regulation Is 
•Adopted by City Board 
of Trustees 


Kersting Court is now a one-way 
thoroughfare. It is so enacted by 
ordinance .No. 2ti() adopted by the 
city trustees at la.st night’s .session. 

Being designated as an emergency 
ordinance, the new law takes effect 
immediately upon publication in this 
issue of the News. 

It therefore becomes unlawful to 
drive an auto or other vehicle over 
Kersting Place in any direction other 
than that from the Hartman drug 
store corner toward the First Nation¬ 
al Bank comer. 

Parking alongside of the Pacitic 
Electric tracks is automatically pro- 
hibite'd by the new one-way traffic 
regulation. This will remove the ob- 
,-truction which has done the most to 
gum up traffic and endanger lives on 
this street. 

It will no longer he permissable for 
autos turning from We.st Central to 
.spi-ed up,on Kersting Court in order 
to get a good fast start up the Bald¬ 
win .Avenue hill. It will now be nec- 
es.-ary to make the turn around the 
flag pole at the intersection of Central 
and Babiwin. 

.Street Superintentdent Udell re¬ 
ported the Pacific Eh'ctric company 
engineers had agreed on plans for the 
construction of a curb and gutter 
alongsiib' their track. This will pro¬ 
vide ample space for alighting from 
cars without danger of interference 
from auto traffic. The gutter will be 
connected with the Baldwin .Avenue 
.'.torm drain so the intermittent lake 
in front of the station writ no longer 
decorate the Landscape and annoy the 
public. 

More Clerical Help 

City Clerk Dietz was authorized to 
employ an addition.al clerk to assist 
with effice work at an expen.-.e not to 
exceed .“fS."! a month. Of this amount 
$fi0.h0 will be paid by the water de¬ 
partment and ?2.’i from the general 
funds of the city. The great increase 
in number of water u.sers and conse¬ 
quent increase in the labor of account¬ 
ing and billing was the principal rea¬ 
son which made more help necessary. 

The board authorizi'd the employ¬ 
ment of C. E. Hou.se to assist the Wa¬ 
ter SujM-rintendcnt on a part time ba¬ 
sis at a salary of 82,'i a month. His 
dutie.s will be in connection with that 
portion of the water system in the 
Canyon Park district. 

W. .A. Evans presented for approv¬ 
al the final map of the subdivision 
of his property lying west of Lima 
and between Central and Highland. 
The mail provides for the extension 
of West Mont('rito .Avenue through 
the property with a width of .'i.') feet.

Notice of the formal organization 
of the bank was sent to the state 
superintendent of banks, the next step 
being receijit of notice from that of¬ 
ficial authorizing the bank to begin 
the transaction of business. The busi¬ 
ness will be carried on in the quar¬ 
ters of the First National Bank. 

Several distinct advantages are af¬ 
forded by a sa'dngs bank a.s against 
a national bank in a community like 
Sierra Madre. The principal differ¬ 
ence i.s in the ability to make mort¬ 
gage loans on real estate up to 50 
per cent of the actual value of the 
property and for a term of three years 
or more. One year i.s the limit 
of duration of a mortgage loan for a 
national hank and only a limited pro¬ 
portion of the bank’s funds can be .so 
loaned. 

In tills way the money of depositors 
is used in much larger proportion for 
the benefit of local borrowers instead 
of being tied up in federal or other 
■securities. Tbi.-; policy .should have an 
imiiortant bi'aring on the development 
and upbuilding of the community. 

Mr. .Allen says the new savings 
bank will become a member of the 
Federal Banking System, having all 
the advantages under that sy.-^tem 
that .1 national bank now has.
